Plano voters went to the polls yesterday and gave the 
Plano Independent School District their approval of 
close to $25 million in bond money to be spent over the 
next three years. 
According to school election officials, the final vote 
tally was 1804 for Proposition I, with 637 
voting 
against, while Proposition 2 was passed with 
1459 
voting for and 
978 voting against. The total num ber of 
votes cast w as 2441. 
Bonds approved under Proposition I total $22,470,000 
and will be used to construct six new elem entary 
schools, a new junior high school, a 9-10 grade high 
school, additions and renovations to some existing 
schools, the purchase of seven new school sites, and 
planning funds for future facilities. 
Under Proposition 2, a total of $2.5 million in bonds 
will be issued to construct the first phase of a m ulti­ 
purpose athletic com plex, which is to include a $15,000- 
seat footba 11-soccer stadium with artificial turf and 
adequate parking facilities.

election 
w as called 
after 
a 
large 
representative com m ittee of Planoites studied the 
school situation for three months. After consultation 
with experts in the fields of education, architecture, 
urban developm ent and finance, 
the

recom m ended the election be called. 
The election itself m arked som ewhat of a historic 
note when 126 persons voted absentee, a record for a 
school bond election in Plano.

Minister Uses 
Unusual Methods 


LAKE LOTAWANA, Mo. 
(UPI) 
The Rev 
David 
Finestead has faith in God 
and his congregation. 
The 30-year-old novice 
minister 
at 
the 
United 
Methodist Church in this 
small town east of Kansas 
City 
is 
attempting 
to 
dramatize Christ’s “ Parable 
of the Talents,” but his 
methods are a little unor­ 
thodox. 
The biblical parable deals 
with a master who, when 
planning to leave for a while, 
split his financial holdings 
among three servants ac­ 
cording to their abilities. 
Two servants doubled the 
master’s money while he 
was away, but the third, 
afraid of losing the grant, 
buried his coins, called 
talents in the Bible It earned 
him a stern scolding from 
the master. 
“ I 
think 
the 
parable 
relates to the ability of 
people to receive the grace 
of God,” 
the soft-spoken 
minister said. 
“ God gives us His grace 
according to our ability to 
use it. My frustration was 
how to make the parable real 
to the congregation.” 
Finestead decided to go 
back to the parable, and, 
dipping into his personal 
savings, put $1,000 in the 
church collection basket in 
September. 
The congregation was in­ 
structed to take whatever 
they wished, secretly, in $5, 
$10 and $20 bills, and return 
Nov. 24 for a “ day of ac­ 
counting.” 
‘‘Maybe 
some 
of 
the 
people are just spending it,” 
he said. “ But I wouldn’t have 
done it if I didn’t have a good 
concept of people and con­ 
fidence in them. 
“ There are always a few 
you can’t count on. But if 
people are asked to reach for 
the highest, they’ll come 


through 
In a way, I bet 
$1 ,<KK) on my people. Pm not 
worried 
“ Sure it was a shock,” 
Finestead said of his act of 
faith in the congregation 
“ How often do you see $1,000 
in a plate and a person can 
take out whatever he can 
use? 
“ There were one or two 
people who were nervous 
about it, but that makes the 
parable real. There are 
always one or two who will 
bury their talents. But others 
are out using the money. 
Those who took it are 
responding.” 
The 
list 
of 
activities 
planned with Finestead’s 
money resembles a basic 
course in inflation fighting. 
One man bought dog food in 
damaged containers and is 
reselling it. 
Young girls are organizing 
bake sales and boys bought 
supplies for such activities 
as lawn mowing and guitar 
lessons. 
The 
community 
will 
benefit from the experiment 
also with a chili supper put 
on by a couple who took a 
few bills from the plate. 
And a local printer just 
took some cash but has 
dedicated all profits from 
wedding invitations back to 
the church. 
“ One thing that upset 
people was where the money 
came from,” Finestead said. 
“ Some had the feeling I 
dipped into church money 
just 
to 
demonstrate 
a 
parable. That’s not so. I gave 
them my money.” 
Finestead, who doubles as 
the local police chaplain, 
said feedback about the 
project is just starting to 
come in. 
But he said he is not 
worried about getting his 
money back and he expects a 
profit for the small church 
he took over in June.

“But there s 
not going to be any stopping 
of inflation or stopping of 
crime just because Ford 
comes in one day.

“This is just a short period 
of history. Man has been on 
this world for a long time 
and he is going to be here for 
a long time in the future. 
And, the United States is 
going to survive without 
Nixon. It has before. 
“ I think we’ll look back in 
a couple of years and Nixon 
will be just another man who 
blew it and there s been a lot 
of those. 


“We’ll move to a leve 
above 
the 
trivia 
of 
Watergate and see it was 
just a crook, a guy who 
didn't pay his taxes. There’s 
a lot of those in the country 
today and we don’t emulate 
them. We don’t and we 
shouldn't. 
“ I think we all need to 
have a committed life and 
leave a com m itted life 
behind us.”

Consumer Panel Aids 
In Product Tests 


By MICHAEL J. CONLON 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
About 36,000 Americans are 
playing guinea pig for the 
government this fall in a 
survey that could prove vital 
for all consumers. 
They are being tested for 
th e ir reaction to alm ost 
every type of cosmetic found 
around the house —from 
deodorants and cologne to 
toothpaste and hair tonic. 
The 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration says 
it is 
conducting 
the 
survey 
because, while it suspects 
thousands of persons are 
injured 
ev ery 
y ea r 
by 
cosmetic products, it has no 
real way of knowing. As a 
result it hired a survey firm 
to contact 36,000 persons in 
10,000 households — persons 
chosen because they have 
been 
responsive 
to 
other 
surveys —and have them 
keep 
records 
of 
adverse 
reactions to cosmetics. 
A log will be kept in each 
house listing what products 
are being used. The persons 
being su rveyed 
a re not 
expected to try out different 
products —just keep track of 
what 
they 
normally 
use. 
They are then expected to 
list any problem and to call a 
central telephone number to 
give the survey firm detailed 
information. 
They will then be referred 
free of charge to a local 
dermatologist 
if the con­ 
dition is serious enough to 
w arrant treatment. 
The project should result 
in information on allergic 
rea ctio n s in addition to 
uncovering 
unsuspected 
safety problems with other 
products. 
Right 
now 
the 
EDA has to rely on letters 
from consumers, most of 
which provide only sketchy 
information. A spokesman 
said deodorant products 
currently rank “very high” 
among the complaint letters 
being received. 


R adial tires, sta n d a rd 
equipment on ’75 model cars 
now showing up at dealers 
across the country, are still a 
better bet in term s of wear 
and gasoline mileage than 
bias ply or belted bias tires, 
acco rd in g to C onsum ers 
Union.

Jar Shortage 
Is Problem 


WASHINGTON (UPI)

canning equipment is con­ 
tinuing this fall, and so are 
the questions from co n ­ 
sum ers trying to find an 
answer. 
A reader in Alamo, Tex., 
asks: 
“ Please tell me why jars 
used for mayonnaise are not 
to be used for canning or 
preserves as your article in 
our paper tells? I have used 
these jars often and have 
never had any breaking or 
dam age.” 
The advice against using 
mayonnaise jars cam e from 
Mrs. 
V irginia 
K nauer, 
President Ford s consumer 
adviser, as well as from 
other experts. Their concern 
was that the shortage of 
regular canning jars and lids 
might prompt the use of ill 
fitting su b stitu te s which 
could result in spoiled food 
or, 
at 
worst, 
fatal 
food 
poisoning. 
In checking the m atter out 
further, however, we find 
that 
in 
som e 
cases 
mayonnaise jars can be used 
safely. It is just that there is 
no universal guarantee that 
they always will work. There 
are differences in jars and 
differences in the way the 
lids for canning fit’each jar. 
The 
Ball 
Glass 
Co. in 
Muncie, Ind., told UPI that 
some of their lids work very 
well on some mayonnaise 
ja r s ; 
but 
they 
d on’t 
rec o m m e n d the p ra c tice 
because “the consumer is 
taking a chance —you never 
know how it’s going to turn 
out.” 
Your own past experience 
w'th the jars probably is your 
best guide. 
Ball, incidentally, says it 
is turning out more jars now, 
running their plat at full 
capacity. But, one official 
said, “once you get behind 
you just c a n ’t catch up.” 
And even though the jar 
production may be going up, 
Ball says it still is short of tin 
lids, a major part of the 
home canning shortage this 
year 
A reader in Willard, Utah, 
asks this question on the 
sam e subject:

much more satisfactory.” 
Ball still turns out rubbers 
to fit its “ ideal ja r,” on 
which production stopped in 
1963; but your letter seems 
to indicate you don’t have 
that type of glass lid and a 
Ball expert suggests that 
their rings probably would 
not work. 
You’d probably have a

number for consumers who

The Com m issioner’s Court of Collin County, Texas, 
passed a resolution on July 15, 1974, to set up "An Ad­ 
visory Committee of One Hundred P lu s" to study the 
feasibility of a new county courthouse and jail, a sub­ 
courthouse in Plano, and renovation of the old courthouse. 
The Com missioners also requested a written commitment 
from the City of McKinney to help establish a City-County 
Civic Center area that would be protected by proper 
zoning and that future development be agreed upon by 
both the city and county. Ten sub-corn rn ittees assisted the 
"One Hundred Plus Committee” and made the following 
recom m endations: 
1. A new $7,250,000 courthouse and connecting jail be 
built on a site bounded by McDonald Street to the east, 
Johnson to the west, Davis to the north, and Anthony to 
the south. Of this 4.8 acres, approxim ately 2.25 acres 
would be acquired by Collin County and approximately 
2.25 acres by the City of McKinney. 
Marvin Springer and Associates, Urban Planning 
Consultants, recommended a new site should have access 
to State Highway 5 (McDonald Street). It was also felt the 
proximity of this site to the Municipal Buildings and the 
old courthouse were advantageous. The internal streets 
could be closed without an adverse effect on traffic in 
downtown McKinney. The reduction in taxable land and 
buildings in this area would be moderate. They expect the 
population in Collin County to be 200,000 in 25 years, as 
compared to 66,000 in 1970. 
The Architectural Sub-Committee chose Jarv is, Putty, 
and Jarv is to design a courthouse and jail. They, in turn, 
conceived of a courthouse with a foundation strong 
enough for six floors, but only completing four floors. The 
first floor would have offices for business that could be 
done quickly, courtrooms on the second floor, and the 
upper floors for business more lengthy in nature. The jail 
would have three completed floors, with expansion 
possible for two more. It would connect to the courthouse 
by means of a security corridor. Both facilities would use 
the sam e heating-cooling system . Total square footage 
equals 104,000. 
2. The old courthouse should be renovated to be used for 
county offices at a cost of $250,000. 
According to the January 25, 1974, Deputy State Fire 
M arshal’s Report, "The existing conditions pose a real 
threat to the safety of the occupants due to limited and 
indirect egress (exit) and warrant the imm ediate at­ 
tention of those responsible for corrections.” Copper 
tubing is used for piping gas to some offices where heaters 
were installed Rigid piping should be used. Some of the 
electric wiring is in conduit and som e is not. Much of it is 
attached to the gas line. There is only one stairw ay for the 
second and third floor, and no fire escapes exist. Exits are 
not m arked. Doors open inward. Old books and records 
are stored in a five foot space between the ceiling of some 
second floor offices and the floor of some third floor of­ 
fices. 
3. There should be a sub-courthouse of 3,500 square feet 
in Plano, which would cost $150,000. The Plano Site 
Committee recommended 1.25 acres across from the 
Plano Municipal Building. 
Marvin Springer and Associates said Plano had a 
population increase of 383.7 percent from 1960 to 1970. It is 
expected to have a population if 80,000 to 115.000 by 1990. 
Texas statutes say a county must have a population of 
70.000 in the last Federal census to qualify for a sub­ 
courthouse arrangem ent financed by a bond issue. In the 
1970 Census, Collin County had 66,920. Therefore, the 
recommendation to have a sub-courthouse can be 
followed, but must not be financed by bonds. The Com­ 
m issioner’s Court can vote to finance it out of the Per­ 
manent Improvement Fund in which there is $219,000 of 
unallocated funds as of Septem ber 30, 1974. An additional 
six cent levy in 1975 that is already in the budget will bring 
the total to $460,000. of which $275,000 is budgeted, and 
$185,000 is not allocated for 1975. Another possibility would 
be Certificates of Obligation which are not considered 
needed now. 
The question of a sub-courthouse will not be on the ballot 
due to Article 1605 of the Texas statutes. 
Mr. Frank Medanich, First Southwest Investment 
Company of D allas, has said the proposed bonds would 
probably be for thirty years at 6'- percent to 63j percent. 
This would be a debt of about $550,000 a year for the 
county. No effect on the tax rate would be available until 
just prior to the issuance of the bonds in late 1975. The 
County Auditor feels the county needs a total valuation of 
$252,000,000 to carry this debt without an increased tax 
rate. Currently, a re-evaluation is being done county wide 
The present valuation is over $200,000,000.
